A  Proposal. 

From  earliest  recollection  we  hgve  heard 
mention  of  an  old,  old  friend.  It  is  said 
by  some  to  be  our  earliest  and  latest 
earthly  friend,  one  who,  like  the  poor,  is 
'always  with  us.”  Compared  with  other 
friends  we  always  find  the  same  result: 
they  may  be  found  wanting,  this  one  never. 

Some  of  us  have  recently  had  occasion 
to  study  the  origin,  antecedents,  and  uses 
of  this  friend.  Now  although  we  would 
never  think  less  of  anyone,  because  his 
antecedents  were  not  exactly  what  they 
should  be,  for  as  Pope  says  “Worth  makes 
the  roan,"  yet  It  is  very  satisfactory  to 
learn  that  our  friend  has  a  creditable  rec¬ 
ord.  The  greatest  of  men  have  had  to  do 
with  its  training  anti  development,  and  it 
is  with  pride  that  they  recognize  its  fitness 
to  do  credit  to  its  training.  Its  education 
has  been  so  eminently  practical,  that  in 
Its  mission  of  usefulness  it  seems  to  have 
acquired  the  power  of  being  at  home 
"everywhere  alike  with  the  lich  and  poor. ' 

To  give  a  faint  idea  of  its  usefulness  we 
will  just  mention  a  few  of  its  good  services. 
It  first  introduces  us  to  other  of  our  oaily 
friends ;  it  makes  our  wants  known  before 
we  can  provide  for  ourselves;  It  gains 
friends  for  us  as  we  grow  older;  it  makes 
us  acquainted  with  the  deeds  of  the  small 
and  great  who  have  boon  before ;  it  reveals 
what  is  •  to  be;"  it  reveals  ever  against 
our  own  will  ourselves  to  others  ;  most  re¬ 
cently  it  has  been  disclosing  to  us  its  own 
listory  and  treasures. 

But  while  recognizing  its  wonderful  ser¬ 
vices  we  have  been  much  Impressed  with 
one  faetj^the  way  in  which  it  is  too  often 
treated.  We  find  that  poets,  philosophers 
and  statesmen  make  constant-  and  good 
use  of  it.  The  old  piasters,  we  discover, 
all  treated  It  In  a  very  courtly  manner. 
Seeking  constantly  to  ennoble  It,  they 
never  abuse  nor  allow  it  to  appear  In  an 
unworthy  garb,  and  we  always  lay  them 
aside  with  a  far  better  idea  of  our  friend 
than  we  bait  when  we  began.  Its  paths 
here  are  always  pleasant,  its  tones  musi¬ 
cal,  its  associations  Inviting,  Its  uses  no¬ 
ble  and  its  Influences  elevating.  But  as 
we  come  nearer  ordinary  life  we  notice 
that  there  are  those  who  have  never 
learned  how  properly  to  appreciate  or  use 
It,  or  knowing  hotter  mar  and  disfigure  it, 
perhaps  from  carelessness,  perhaps  from 
willfulness. 

Every  day,  every  where,  we  find  eviden¬ 
ces  of  the  harm  done  to  It  In  small  or 
great  ways.  We  can  scarcely  pass  daily 
compliments  with  those  whom  we  meet 
but  our  mutual  friend  Is  mistreated  on  one 
or  both  sides.  It  is  sometimes  literally 
torn  to  tAtters,  In  the  most  careless  and 
heartless  manner.  But  it  is  not  In  conver¬ 
sation  alone  that  these  a*  uses  which  we 
hope  to  correct  are  found.  How  astonish¬ 
ed  Addison  and  Steele  would  be  at  the 
way  In  which  their  old  friend,  as  well  as 
ours,  for  whom  they  had  such  an  eminent 
respect,  is  treated  lu  many  ol  our  periodi- 

_  We  must  here,  however,  make  a 

special  exception  of  Tub  Bloom birld 
Citizen,  our  home  paper,  for  this  Is 
strangely  free  from  the  errors  of  the  day. 
and  In  it  we  hope  to  find  a  useful  ally.  As 
reach  to-night  a  point  where  it  becomes 
necessary  to  thfukof  looking  about  a  little 
for  a  sphere  of  usefulness,  the  thought 
tas  ooc  rred  to  a  few  of  us,  that  here  Is  a 
unoccupied  field,  that  to  assist  in  do¬ 
ing  away  with  the  abuses  against  this 
friend  would  be  a  good  work  to  which  we 
might  reasonably  aspire. 

Accordingly  some  of  us  bave  been  quiet- 
casting  about  to  decide  just  what  form 
our  effort  might  beat  assume.  The  evi¬ 
dent  nee'  of  some  action  and  the  ease 
with  which  new  enterprises  are  oopcelved 
and  inaugurated  In  these  days,  has  been 

our  great  encouragement.  Somehow  we 

are  strongly  Impressed  that  the  soil,  air 
ami  associations  of  Bloomfield  are  emi¬ 
nently  kindly  to  undertakings  the  nature 
of  which  we  trust  ours  is.

pie's  Societies,  the  Building  -elation, 
and  Lent,  but  not  Irect  the  Oub  Hou»«, 
are  ail  of  reoeot  origin,  and  are  doing  mt- 

viec  for  the  people  of  Bloom li*- id  fSu  far, 
however,  as  we  cueld  learn,  none  of  these 
Iodise  contemplate  occupying  the  felt 
want  that  has  impressed  itself  oo  urgently 

upon  us. 

The  first  thing  to  decide  upon  was  an 
appropriate  name  for  our  organization 
After  anxious  deliberation  it  was  unani- 
mooaiy  voted  that  the  name  should  be 
the  Liodley  Murray  Club.  This  name  we 
deemed  singularly  appropriate  ;  for  (Jnd- 
ley  Murray  bad  single-handed  tried  the 
same  field  we  were  about  to  attempt,  and 
with  great  suceeaa.  We  hope  to  be  able 
to  aid  in  rendering  hla  name  more  Illus¬ 
trious  and  in  revhuug  a  few  of  the  famous 
rules  with  which  our  par*-nU  and  grand¬ 
parents  were  once  so  familiar. 

The  sententious  epitaph  of  Lindley  Mur¬ 
ray  we  have  adopted  as  our  motto 
“Ue  lived  and  wrought,  bi* labor*  were  imu>ei>.M- 
Bui  se  er  decUneu  to  preler  perfect  tern 
Having  observ'd  one  L  i  at  weakne***  In 
ali  other  societies— their  ex.  1  uni  venose  - 
we  determined  that  uo  nuch  defect  should 
be  allowed  in  our  society,  but  the  mem¬ 
bership  should  include  all  hI...  are  willing 
U>  make  an  effort  for  better  things.  In 
drawing  up  our  constitution  our  chief  aim 
was  to  make  it  as  perfect  as  oue  of  Lind- 
ey  Murray's  own  rules,  both  in  expression 
and  provision,  with  by-laws  of  equal  char¬ 
acter.  The  work  which  we  wish  to  accom¬ 
plish  is  the  relieving  our  mother  tongu 
from  Its  burden  of  abuses.  Among  these 
may  be  mentioned  the  purification  of 
slang ;  the  suppression  of  new  words  not 
yet  sanctioned ;  the  elimination  of  John 
sonese  words  in  ouity  and  ation  ;  and  the 
rescuing  of  words  from  improper  inflec¬ 
tions.  This  work  you  will  observe  covers 
&  vast  field  ai.d  will{  uo  doubt  require  wis¬ 
dom  and  time.  Yet  we  are  Hot  without 
hope  that  we  shall  at  least  be  able  to  begin 
movement  which  shall  redeem  our 
tongue  and  restore  It  to  what  it  was  iu  the 
time  of  the  “Father  of—English  poetry, 
Chaucer,’*  a  well  of  poetry  undefiled.  Of 
course  we  are  not  expecting  perfection  at 
once.  There  will  probably  be  offences, 
alike  by  tonguo  and  pen,  and  have  or¬ 
dained  in  our  constitution  that  each  such 
offense  shall  be  subject  to  a  siiihII  fine. 
The  fines  in  time  will  probably  become  a 
large  sum  aud  be  put  to  public  use.  With 
ths  first  proceeds  we  expect  that  a  hand¬ 
some  Lindley  Murray  Club  House  will  he 
erected.  From  the  same  souroe  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  provide  means  f.Tr  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  a  large  library  of  standard  au¬ 
thors,  secure  a  fund  for  annual  scries  of 
lectures  on  our  mother  tongue, illustrating 
its  origin,  history,  beauties,  uses,  etc. 

Besides  these  means  we  propose  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  system  of  rewards  to  be  given  as 
encouragement  to  all  who  display  special 
usefulness  in  our  work.  We  ull  know  how 
potent  timely  encouragement  may  be 
made. 

Thus  in  these  ways,  by  constant  asso¬ 
ciation,  by  example,  by  a  judicious  system 
of  encouragement  and  Instruction  we  hope 
to  begin  a  movement  which  shall  prove 
worthy  to  take  its  place  among  the  many 
movements  that  have  been  and  are  being 
esta'  llahed  among  us.
